Summerfallow Methods 


When performing summer- 
fallow operations the farmer 
should keep in mind the four 
principal objectives which are 
as follows; 


1 Conservation of the maxi- 
mum amount of soil moisture. 

2 Maintenance of a trash cov- 
er or a lumpy condition of the 
soil to prevent soil erosion. 

3 Control of weeds. 

4 Control of some insect pest. 

Weed and insect control can 
largely be obtained if these 
eame tillage operation if these 
are properly timed, For instance 
light fall cultivation of stubble 
is benenficiel in destroying saw 
fly grubs and grasshopper eggs. 
ae well as covering wild oat and 
other weed seeds, thus promot- 
ing early germination the follow 
ing spring. 

The quality of work done in 
summerfallow depends largely 
upon the timeliness of the op- 
eration and adjustment of the 
machine. A properly adjusted 
machine does a better job as 
well as a more economical one. 
The cutting edges of all tillage 
machines should be kept sharp 
at all times to ensure the com- 
plete cutting of all perenniel 
roots. 

“The onne-way disc or tiller as 

it is commonly ‘known has prowv- 
en to be a very useful imple- 
ment for summerfallow 
tion as it anchors the trash on 
the surface of the 
protecting the soil against ero- 
sion. The tiller should not be 
used for more than one opera- 
tion except where very heavy 
combine. stubble exists. If there 
is only a light stubble and the 
tiller is used for more than one 
operation all the trash is com- 
pletely buried and the soil is 
excessively pulverized. 

It has been demonstrated 
that three and one half to four 
miles per hour is the most ec- 
onomical speed to pull tillage 
implements. If implements are 
drawn at a higher speed thaa 
this the draft per foot of width 
increases considerably. At high- 
er speeds.than these the soil is 
pulverized to a greater extent, 
and pulverized soil is the fore-

SOIL CONSERVATION has been a subject of interest to farmers and 
@sricultural scientists in this country for many years, Members of these 
groups have long been conscious of the importance of the problems related 
to soil erosion, but it is doubtful if the population as a whole has realized 
how serious is the need for prompt and efficient action in this connection. 
have shown that the acreage of “bad lands”, the name 
applied to ¢ s in which the soil is no longer fertile, is increasing. In 
1941 it was found that in the Prairie Provinces alone there were more 
than four million acres of abandoned farm lands. These lands would have

Hence the National Trust has issued 
an appeal to all at home and over- 
seas interested in preserving Eng- 
land's heritage, fer new members and 
donations. In a few weeks donations 
have amounted to forty-one thousand 
pounds and there is an impressive 
list of new applications for member- 
ship. In recognition of the Trust's 
work for the nation, the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer has promised to 
recommend to Parliament the mak- 
ing of a pound-for-pound grant in 
connection with the appeal, to| 
double its proceeds, 

A survey of the Trust properties 
touches on all periods of England's 
historical and literary development, 
with numerous links with overseas. 
At Avebury, Wiltshire, it preserves 
one of the most important Stone Age 
sites in Europe. It owns consider- 
able stretches of the famous Roman 
Wall across Northern England, At 
Bosham, Sussex, it owns the site from 
which, as the Bayeux Tapestry shows, 
King Harold set sail for Normandy. 
The Trust owns almost the whole of 
the historic meadows at Runnymede, 
where King John signed the Magna 
Carta, The Trust's medieval treas- 
ures include the George Inn at South- 
wark, the only surviving galleried inn 
in Central London, and a house in 
Kent, known as St. John's Jerusalem, 
once belonging to the Knights Hos- 
pitallers. At Swanton Morley, Nor- 
folk, the Trust has land once belong- 
ing to an ancestor of Abraham Lin- 
coln, The property was handed over 
two years ago in the presence of 
John Winant, the U.S.A. Ambassador, 

Quebec House, Westerham, en- 
shrines memories of General Wolfe's 
early years. Last year the Trust 
acquired Juniper Hall, Box Hill, 
which has associations with Madame 
d'Arblay and distinguished French 
emigres from the revolution period. 
Four years ago, Lord Astor gave his 
famous house at Cliveden on the| 
middle Thames ‘‘to be applied to pro- 
moting fellowship and goodwill} 


among the English speaking nations.” 
The House has many U.S.A, associa- 


tions and the Canadian military hos- 
pital in the grounds has been pre- 
sented to the Government as a mem- 
orial to the Canadians who fought in 
the war. 

One of the most widely visited 
houses belonging to the National 
Trust is Clouds Hill, the Dorset cot- 
tage where Lawrence of Arabia lived 
after leaving the R.A.F. and which is 
kept exactly as during his lifetime. 
At Burwash, Sussex, the Trust owns 
three hundred acres including ‘‘Bate- 
mans” home of Rudyard Kipling, who 
has so graphically described its ‘‘dis- 
covery”. The House was left to the 
Trust in 1940 by Mrs. Kipling. In 
the Lake District, nearly four thou- 
sand acres enshrine the memory of 
Beatrix Potter, creator of ‘Peter 
Rabbit’, who became one of the 
district’s leading sheep breeders. The 
above are only a few examples from 
a list which includes nine hundred 
properties, great and small. 

Besides properties with definite 
historic or literary associations, the 
Trust owns considerable areas of 
the most beautiful of the English 
landscape, whose variety is world- 
renowned. These range from the 
highest mountain peak in England, 
Scafell Pike in the Lake District, to 
the only remaining stretch of original 
fen in East Anglia, and from bird
